TO FIX MINIMUM 
UPON LIVESTOCK 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 27.— Tho 
\rg e n tia e Congress has ended its 
regular sessions without taking any 
action on the bill introduced to fix 
a minimum price for livestock.

by charges that the British and Am­ 
erican meat packing companies op­ 
erating in Argentina were making 
excessive pofits and had caused the 
slump in livestock prices. The bill 
failed in committee following a re­ 
port 
on the meat trade situation 
made 
at 
the committee’s 
request 
by 
the 
Argentine 
Rural 
Society. 
a national agricultural oganization. 
The report opposed the bill. 
The 
Rural 
Society, 
which 
held 
a hearing at which the managers 
of the packing establishments and 
representatives of the livestock in- 
dusty gave their opinions, held that 
the fixing of a minimum price was 
uneconomic and 
that 
the charges 
that the fatl in price of livestocks 
was “ the result of the interested 
ma lieu Tres** of the packers, had not 
been. proved. It was “ not the conse­ 
quence of a certain factor but of a 
w orldwide 
situation.’* 
the 
report 
said. The society advised that the 
meat trade should be left to the 
regular action of supply and de­ 
mand. 
Regarding what were 
as 
the meat “ trusts.” 
said: “ If the existence 
trusts’ had been proved, 
tint 
Rural Society wouud condemn 
them and claim the guarantees of 
our laws against them. But ‘before 
reaching this point a better knowl­ 
edge of the situation is necessary. 
Those who make an 
industry of 
meat should be those principally in­ 
terested in the course of their busto 
ess being perfectly known to the 
cattle raisers. In this r e s e c t the 
Argentine Rural Society will bring 
all its influence to bear in order to 
ahtaln exact, detailed and contin­ 
uous information 
of the accounts 
and balance sheets of these compan­ 
ies. to the

of which, 
they are, however, legally commit­ 
ted.”

HUNGRY RUSSIAN PEASANTS UNABLE 
TO OBSERVE SOVIET ANNIVERSARY 


(By the Associated Frees) 
LUDOGOVKA, 
Tartar 
Republic, 
Dec. 27. — The fourth anniversary of 
the establishment of the Soviet Re­ 
public in Russia , found this peasant 
village of 600 people in no mood for 
celebrating. Foodless and cheerless, 
the starving population could have 
no heart for any sort of jubilation, 
even if it knew what the political 
manuevers at 
Moscow mean. Like 
most Russian peasants, the unhappy 
folks of 
Ludogovka 
have 
neither 
the learning nor the will to study 
politics. Bread, wood and warm clo­ 
thing are their three desires. They 
haven't enough of any of these.
